Bush’s sworn statement =as
filed in VU.S.. Distriet Court in
New York in the Socialist Work-
ers  Party’s multimillion-dollar
lawsuit against the government
intelligence agencies. The party
seeks damages. for allegedly ille-
gal harassment of political ac-
tivities.

In ' the =affidavit, the CIA
director also  said that agency
files “do contain information
indicating that conversations of
certain (party members) were
overheard by means of electronic
surveillance conducted abroad.”

The defense- said that Bush's

refusal to -list the-dates of the
burglaries . and wiretapping
“raises the likelihood of very re- |
cent or continuing use of these :
tacties.” .
